ed among us of late Times, by divers that God hath raiſed up in 
zcalous Teſtimony tothe Truth of theſe Things (Denird by ſome 
Rejedted by others, and meanly eftecrned by tes many, as not Neceſſary, 
but Indiffterent Matters to Salvation, to be believed, though rac 
alſo, we have owned, and do own the Spiritby which that i 
hath been zealouſly delivered unto us, being perſwaded, it was of 
God ; and we do not judge fo raſhly and uncharitably as ſome do, 
calling that ſincere and godly Zeal,that hath appeared in ſome among 
us in publick Teſtimonies, Anger and Paſſion: But it is no new thing to 
hear Light called Darkneſs, a well as Darkne/: called Light, and Good, 
Evil Evil, Good ; We believe and are periwaded, that as to the 


main, it hath been, and is a ſincere gedly Zeal, that hath been of 
God's raiſing in ſome of our Brethren, both to preach in publick Te- 
ſtimonies this Do&rine, ſo much of late contradiffed by ſome, and 
ſlighted by others, and to defend it with freedom and boldneſs 
in private Conferences and Meeti at ſome Monthly Meetings, 


notwithſtanding of what humane Weakneſſes (as to Circumſtances) 
might at times, on great Provocations, attend ſome, that we believe 
God hath forgiven, which have been far greater on their fide, than 
on ours, wherein ſome of them have exceeded all bounds of Chriſtian 
Moderation, to the pronouncing Dradful Woes againſt the In- 
nocent ( which none of us have done) and giving bad Names to 
ſuch who did not deſerve it ;- thus putting the Sheep of Chriſt into 
Molves and Brar-gSkins, to render them odious, and to be the 
Objet of Tongue and Heart-Perſecution, which coo much a- 
bounds in this part of the World, although by the Mercy of God, and 
qa Violence of the Hands, 
is reſtrained. 

Now that theſe men have been the Difcoverers of their own Igno- 
rance, Error and Unbeliet, is very apparent, becauſe they not only 
dared to whiſper againſt ſound Dottrine in private, but only in Mect- 
ings appointed to hear theſe Differences,and even at Monthly Meer- 
ings, have been fo bold as to reſiſt found Dodrine, and ſhew 
their Unbelief, and the Naturc of our Meetings being ſuch, eſpecially

men,to things that are not always ſcaſonable to be publiſhed, 
inſfbrwch that ſcarce any thing hath been ſaid or done in a Monthly 
Meeting for a long time paſt, bur it is ſoon after -publickly known :; 
And we deſire to revereuce the Providence of God, and to acknow- 
his powerful Hand, Wiſdom and Goodneſs, and great Faithful- 
in tb« Diſcovery ; for we are well ſatisfied, it is far better thatthe 
hfbden things of E/a« be ſearched and found out, than to remain 
hid ; for when Achan had Tranſgreſfed inthe Camp of Iſrael, and had 
hid the accurſed thing, the Anger of the Lord was kindled agamfs them, 
until he was diſcovered, and Judgment executed againft bim. And ſee- 
ing it is ſo, that many evil and hurtful Opinions that are as PoYyſonous | 
Caeeds, have had too much place among us, but have fo ſecretly 
lurked under Ground, and yet have brought forth bad Fruit above 
Ground 3 for it is the Nature of Errors in Doctrine to produce Er- 
rors of Prattice, and evil Converſation of Life,that we did not know 
that ſuch bad Fruits did ſpring from fuch bad Principles of Dodrine 
that were held by them, but we did rather impute them to ſome 0- 
ther Cauſe, than to Ignorance or Error in Judgment. 

We have great cauſe to rejoyce and blefs God, that his Light hath 
made this Diſcovery among ws; tor the Light diſcovereth Darkne(s, as 
well of Ercour and Unbelief, in relation to- Dottrine, as in matters of 
bad Converſation: And we are fully perſwaded, that ic is an infalli- 
ble ſign of that approching Glory of God's bleſſed Day that is more 
abundantly to be revealed among us, and in us, which many of or 
faichful Friends have fore-told, as nigh at hand, and all the Faichful 
bave much longed and waitcd for, and continually pray for. And ic 
will have a ſervice to bring many to Truth, that have ſtood at a di- 
ſtance, becauſe of Offences and Stumbling-blocks that have been laid 
in their way, through the Ignorance of many, eſpecially who have 
profeſſed the Truth with us, after ſome ſort, but have not received the 
trucand found Knowledge of it; and too many that have preſumed to 
preach and pray in our Meetings, theic way both of preaching & pray- 
ing, hath been very offenſive to many tender-hearted people,by their 
pretending greatly to the Spirit's Leadings and Movings, when they 
have exprefled very unſonnd and unſaroury words, as have greatly 
diſcovered their unskilfulnefsin the Myſtery of Chrift, both outwardly

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Some Reaſons and Cauſes of the late Sepa- 
ration here at Philadelphza. 


HE firſt cauſe of the no ys betwixt them and us, was 
this, That at a Month y Meeting held at Philadelphia the 


2yth of the 11th Month laſt, T—— having openly in the 
face of the Meeting, accuſed G.K. for denying the Sufficiency of the 
Light and promiſmg to bring bis Evidence the next Month.y Meeting , or 
thew that he woinld acknowledre be bad done amiſ;s. And at the next 
Monchny Meeting being required to give his Evidence, he brought 
W-— who was known to be a prejudiced perſon againſt G. K. and fo 
could be no ſufficient Evidence againſt him, beſides that, divers were 
prefent at the Place and Time, where and when alledged he 
heard G.K. deny the 5ufficiencyof the Light that cleared him,Thbet they 
beard bim both then and at all occtſons, that be delivered bis Mind on that 
Subjett always bear Teftimony to the Suffictency of the Light to'Sabvation, 
And at the taid Meeting, being the 26th of the 12th Month, T —- 
having ſaid in the Meeting, (in Anſwer to a Queſtion put to him by 
G.K.) That he bad not learned that Leſſon, whether the Body of Chriſt that 
Was nailed tothe Croſs, crucified, buried, roſe and aſcended, 8£C.was the God- 
bead, or ſomewhat that Chriſt took of the Virgin... Ae which many were 
greatly offended co find him fo ignorant, having been fo /ozg @ Prea- 
cher. And after much diſcourſe about theſe Viaatters, the M-cring did

Bat, that it may appear how weak and inſufficient the Reaſons are, 
that were given by the faid Party atthe Qparterly Meeting, why we 
were no Meeting, we think fit to give an Account of them, with our 
Anſwers to them. One Reaſon was, That « Monthly Meeting could not 
Adjourn, and there was no Preſident for iz ; Bur to this the Clerk of the 
Meeting anſwered, That be bad Minu'es to ſhyw, a Monthly Meeting bad 
fermerly Adjourned ; and why could rot a Monthly Mzeting, upon a 
weighty occaſion Adjourn, as well as any other Meeting? Another 
Reaſon was, That the Clerk awd the Monthly Meeting Bock was gone ; 
But to this it was an{wered,,The Monthly Meeting could make or con- 
flicute a Clerk as other Meetings have dune; for ic is the Meeting that 
makes the Clerk, and ir is not the Clerk that makes the Meeting, A 
third Reaſon was, Thrre are few of the Friends of the Miniſtry, or Elder 
Friends and Brethren that were preſent at the Adourning, or at the Meeting 
Adjourned. 'To this it was anſwered, That there were more, both 
Friends of che Miniſtry ,and Elder Friends and Brethren at that Meet- 
ing that did Adjourn,and met when Adjourned,than hath been at many 
Monthly Meetings here;that have been approved. , And a 4th Reaſon 
was, That the matter of Difference being a matter of Dottrine, and betwixt 
Friends of the Mimiftry, a Monthly Meeting could not be proper Tudges of 
it. To this it was anſwered, That the Difference being a matter of 
Fat, (and not a matrer of Dodtrine that could be called in Queſtion 
by any Judicious Chrifian;) and the Accuſation being made to the 
Monthly Meeting they were proper Judges of it; and itthg Difference 
hadl been a matter of Do@tine, we did, and do' aflert, That the 
Monthly Meeting, to wir, confilting of a conſiderable Number of 
Friends of the Miniſtry; and other Judicious Friends were proper 
Jueges of it 3 bur to lodge the Judgment wholly in Friends of the Mi- 
niltry, and to deny all other Friends to have a ſhare in the Judgment, 
cven when the Difference is in a Matter of Doarine, we judge is an 
Encroachment upon our Chriftian Liberty, and favours too much. of 
the Church of Rome ; as alſo that other caſe prefied too indiſcreetly 
at the Quarterly Meeting, when ſome that were known to be Parties 
againſt G. K. did require of him his Submiflion to the Jadgment of 
the Meeting he endreced (as we judge ſoberly and Chritianly) That 
he would ſubmit to the Fudsment of the Spirit of Truth tm. Friends ; but to 
give an abſolate Submiſlion, he could not, to any Society of Men 
whatſoever : for abſolute Snbmiſſton imp!lyech abſolute Infellibilicy, 
that no Society of Men pretenderh unto bur the Chtirch of Rome, 
and therefore, to introduce it among us, would be Rank Jopery ; 
| S. 
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at which ſome prejudiced againſt G. K. were greatly difſatisfied, and 
one took out his Pocket Book, and writ down fome words of G. K. to 
that effe&t before he had figiſhed the full Sentence, which we judge 
was very unfair, as well as unuſual. 

But whereas fome from this would infer, as if G. K. denied any 
poſitive Power of Judgment to a true Church or Metting of true Chriſtians, 
met together in the Name of Chrif, where be is preſent in the midſ® of 
them, G. K. gave no Ground for any ſuch inference; for he doth rea- 
dily grant, That a true Chriſtian Aſſembly hath a poſitive Power of 

gment, when mer together in his Name, and that he is preſent in 
the midſt of them, and is felt and witneſſed to guide them in true 
vdgment. But we all know, that it is poſliblc at times, that Parti- 
ality, ond Prejudice, and Annimoſities may prevail in Meetings,that 
may pretend to meet in the Name ot Chriſt, and alſo to have him 
tin the midſt of them and yer,where ſuch chings prevail,Chriſt 
15 not in the midſt known to give true Judgment, or to guide Men to 
iveit, as Friends Letter to us from Londow expreſly declareth. And 
therefore we judge, That no abſolute Submiſſion ſhould be required of 
any Member, to the Judgment of that Society he belongeth unto in 
a matter of Truth,or Chriſtian Dottrine, or wherein the Conſcience 
is concerned ; for it is time enough to ſubmitto the Judgment of Bre- 
chren, when a Man hath heard it, and has brought it co the Ballance 
and Teſt of that which giveth crue Judgment in every Particular that 
is in a quallified Frame to underſtand it,even as Chriſt faid, As I bear, 
1 judge, John 5.30. And if any be ſtiff and Refrattory to the true 
Judgment of the Chriſtian Society he belongeth unto, they may freely 
to put into Practice, Goſpel Dilcipline againit him, without 

requiring his Submiſſion, as it is in Worldly Judicatories. 

But if any ſay, At leaſt it was yielded in the Quarterly Mecting , that 
the Adjourned Mecting in the School-bouſe was @ true Meeting, but an 
Arpeat was made from that Monthly. Meeting to the Quarterly Meeting, 

the Quarterly Meeting offering to give a new Fudgment inthe Caſe, and 

in order thereto, ordered G. K. to wuhdraw; be refuſmg ſo to do, bindered 
that no Tudgment could be given, But to this it was, and is anſwered, 
That there could be no Appeal from that Monthly Meeting, to the 
rterly. Meeting, becauſe moſt of the Quarterly Meeting did con- 

of the Friends that gave the Judgment at the Monthly Meeting ; 
and ſuch as were over, were but a tew in compariſon, except ſome 
Friends that did not care tomeddle in that matter, and foto 

appeal the Monthly Meeting to the Quarterly Meeting, was in

effe& but to appeal from the Monthly Meeting/to a ſmall-parrorNum- 
ber of Perſons in the Quarterly Meeting, chemoſt of which, and 
the molt leading Men,were known to be prejudiced againſt G. K. and 
Pacties :g1inſt him ; and G. K. did offer very fairly in naming Seven 
or Eight YVerfons, that we know were his oppolite Parties (and had 
bzen mainly Inſtramencal at former Meetings about a Year ago, 
and at the time of the Yearly Meeting, to hinder Jaſtice' to be 
done, and true Judgment to be palt concerning bringing #4 5. to 
Conviction and Condemnation of his Error ) That if they would go. 
out, he wou'ld go out alſo'; but they who were his manifeſt oppotite 
Parties, and had maniteſtly appzared from time to time to excuſe 
and detend Y/Y, $. and blame G.K. for his found Chrifftian Dottrin, 
that he hath Preached among us, refuſing to go forth; we arefſatisfied 
G, K. did well-nat-to go forth» fo as to ſubmic to the Judgmenr of 
theſe Men, who had ſufficiently ſhown their Partiality againſt him, 
and ſome of which had unjaftly accuſed him, as can be well proved: 
Beſides, things being duly conſidered, there was no reaſon that G. K. 
ſhould have gone forth, either at that Meczing, or any other ; for G.K. 
was no-atherwiſe concerned in that Difference wich I#. S. and T. F. 
than all faithful Friends, and the whole Meeting ought to have been 
cancerned, to wir, to defendone of the greateſt Principles of: the Chri- 
Hlien Faith, viz. That the Man Chriſt Feſus, who was Crucified, did riſe 

from the Dead, and is now in being, And that Faith in him 1s neceſſary to 
make Men true Chriſtians < And theretere not G. K. alone, nor princi- 
pally, but Chriſt himſelf, and all his faichful Followers are concerned 
in the lame; aad innone of thele Meetings was any Charge of any 

Trelzafs proved again G. K. nor fo much as brought under the Con- 
fideration of che Body ot the Meeting,only one or two particular Per- 
ſons falſly accuſed: him, but the thing was never brought to any due 
Tryal. And here let it be noted, That both the Meeting of Friends of 
the Miniſtry at R. E.s refuſing to anſwer G. K's. Complaint againſt 
the diſhonour-done £& Chriſt Jeſus, that #/. S. was guiley of; ſo as:to 
bring him to any Convidtion or Condemnation of his Error; and:al- 
{o the \Maetings at the Houle of S. C, and A. 2. at the timeiof:the 
Yearly Metting, wholly negle&ing to bring the aid #. S: to-Convi- 
Rion and Condemnation of his Error, altho' at the laſt of ſix Mecer- 
ings it was declared, That G.K.'s DotFrine concerning a__ within, ang 
Chriſt without ta be Ons Lord Feſus Chriſt; was true, and that therefore 
W, S. was blame worthy 5 and yet after all chis I#. S. perſiſted in- his 

falſe Charge agaioltG. K..and hath been greatly excuſed and ya 
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ted by many, that this hath given ſuch deep Ground of Offence, +0 
all of ug, with other things concurring,that becauſe to this day nothing 
hath been done (it being now above a Year ſince Complaint was made 
againſt JI, $.) by theſe of the other ſide, who mcet ina Separation 
trom us, either to bring I. S, or T. F. to Condemnation, but ſuffer 
them to continue to Preach and Pray in their Meetings; therefore 
we do juſtly jadge, That the whole Beeting chat meer in a Sepa- 
ration trom us, that owneth theie Men, -and tollerateth chem in 
their great Error and Treſpaſſes, are guilty with them, and accounta- 
ble tor theirErrors ; and therefore according to Chriſts Command, re- 
corded in the holy <Ecripture, we ought to be ſeparate from them, al- 
tho" (as hath been ſufficiencly proved) they began the Separation; and 
they having begun it, we cannot in Conſcience unite in Meetings with 
them here at Philade/pbia,until they give ſatisfaction to Truth intheſe 
weighty things. 

The Sccond Cauſe of the Separation (which aiſo we lay at their 
Door) is,” Chat whereas in the Monthly Meeting in the firſt Monch laſt, 
a Propoſition being made to change rhe Meetings, both at-che Centre, 
and inthe Town ; and ſome being for the ſaid Change, and others 
againſt ic, and having good Reaſons why they were againſt the ſaid 
Change; yer a Party in the Meeting, contrary toour declared Mind 
and Aiſeur, aſſumed a Power over them that diſſented, to change the 
ſaid Meetings; a thing we have not known formerly allowed byFriends 
any where in theic Monthly Meetings, that one Party (ſuppoſe equal, 
or greater in Number than the re!t) ihould aſſume a Power toappoine 
or change Places and Times of Mectings, withourthe Conſent of their 
Brethren 3 for things, of that Nature eſpecially, uſe always to be done 
with unanimous Conſent, and not by Plurality of Votes, which is not 
the way of Truch ; and becauſe we were not tree to ſtand tothe Ar- 
bitrary, and raſh Determination, as to that Change, therefore we met 
at the ordinary Mecting-place. as formerly pradiſed,and they began 
the Separation, in keeping a publick Meeting in the Afternoon at the 
Bank, contrary to our declared Senfe and Mind, only ſome of us mer 
at aprivate Family Mecting in the Evening, atthe Houſe of G. X. 
that could be counted no | Irvcerns Meeting for that day. And after- 
wards, we finding they were reſolved to continue in their way of Se- 

ration, and that ſome had endeavoured to {ock us out from 

geting at the Bank in the Forznoon, 'this -=_ us upon ſeeking a 
new place te meet in, in caſe we had been Gifappointed of che other; 
and tho” ſome of us did declare our fincere Intention and Senſe, that 
it 
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it were good but to have one Publick Meeting on firſt Days, to end 
abour the ſecond hour, and the remaining part to be uſed for private 
Meetings in Families, yet their keeping up their publick Afternoons 
Mceting, hath given us juſt occaſion at preſent to have a Publick At- 
ternoons Meeting, as well as they 3 for we hope they ſhall not have 
any cauſe to ſay againſt us, that we are ſhort of them in our Zeal for 
good Meetings. | 

Things being thus far advanced, and the Separation being , 
and carried on fo far by them, and juſtly chargeable upon them,ſome 
of them having deſired us to make ſome Propoſals, or Expedients for 
healing the Breach, and uniting again as formerly ; after ſometime we 
ſent ſome Propoſals tothem, that we were ſatisfied in our Conſciences 
were moſt equal and juſt, and ſuch as the Truth required of us ; but 
they are ſo far from being ſatisfied with moſt of them, that they hava 
the more blamed us: ſome infinuating, as if we had tranſgreſſed the 
Law; but we are not afraid of any ſuch thing, provided true Liberty 
of Conſcience, according to the = and due bounds of it, be allowed 
to us3 and for our part, we are fo well ſatisfied, that all our Propoſals 
tothem (in that Paper ſigned by Fifteen of us) are juſt and equal, 
that if they pleaſe, we ſhall freely conſent to their Printing of them, 
The ſum of which Propoſals doth principally confilt in theſe ewo 
things 3 firſt That all ſuch of rhe Miniſlry among them,whom we can prove 
Guilty of the Preaching falſe Dotrine, or of falſly accuſing the Innocent or ex- 
cuſing and defending the Guilty, and contending 4;ainſt ſome ſound Princi- 
ples of Truth, in Meetings appointed for hearing theſe Differences, may be 
brought ro Cwoittion and Acknowledgment of their Error and Treſpaſſes : 
And 2dly, Secing (by a marvelous Providence that bath diſcovered u) that 
our Monthly Meetings bere-away have conſitted of a mixt Nuztoer of joms 
Believers, and ſome Unbelievers, or of [ome Men, unſound inthe Chriſftian 
Faith, thay we agree together to put Robere Barclay's Dcfrine (well ap- 
proved of by the beſt of cur Friends in England, and particularly by G. F. 
and G. W.) into Prattice in his Book, called, The Anarchy of the 
Ranters, &c. ſee. 4. [. 32, 33- ##dy. 6. p.48, 49 which s, To declare 
eur Faith and Perſwaſion i certain Fundamental Doctrines of the Chriſtian 
Faith and Religion, that by the ſame, as well as by a good Life and Conoer- 
ſatien, it may be known who are quallified to be Members of cur Church; and 
that every one owned to be a Member of our Church, declare bis Faith and 
Perſwaſion in every one of theſe Fundamentals, which :3 a ſecondary Bond 
of our Union, the Spirit being the principal, which may be eaſily dens by 
anſwering to ſome plain Queſtions, with Yea or Nay. "IM 
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And now a 7hy/4 and main Rogen that we give for this Seperation, 
well warranted borh by Seriprute Teltimony;and command of Chriſt, 
Recorded in Scripture, andthe truth of it ſealed to us, by the Spiric 
of Truth in our Hearts, that whereas there arediversotthem guilty of 
woft groſs O Unchrift;anErrors,againlt theFutdamcentalOoarines of 
the Chriſtian Faith who are Publick Preachers among them andw hole 
Miniſtry chey fit under, and ſome encourage them, athers tollerate 
ahd fufferrchem ; and that others,even of their JI2eachers are guilty of 
other-nrofs Erro2s,and other Treſpoſſes, that render them altogether 
rinquatjfied for the Miniffr;, and to uphold or tollerate them, is to 
bring Reproach to Trnth, and our Holy Profeſſion, and to the Bedy of 
our faithful Friends, with all whom we remain in dear Unity, in all 
parts of the #14, hoping that Faithlul - Friends. and Brethren, that 
have an impartia} account and information of us,, and dorightly and 
duely conſider and examin/the Righteouſneſs of our Cauſe, will en- 
courage us therein,to the Diſappointment of ſuch who affirm the con- 
trary 3 but we being principally ——_ and encouraged by the Spi- 
fit of Truth in our Hearts,that as fuch Men immediately guilty of theſe 


vile Erro2s, ſome of which, no Proteſtant Chriſtian Society would to: 
terate, neither Epyſcopal, try oor nor Baptiſt,are to be turned away, 


and ſeperated from fo that Doctetyis to be rurn?d away from,who- 
erer they be that doth uphold and tollerate them, and bring them not 
to dug Convition and Condemnation, afrer due and (ufficient notice 
iz given unto them, as there hath been a long time, from cne Meer- 
ing to another, as concerning ſomeof them, now many Months ſince 
pait, and nothing done effectually to bring them to any Conviftion, 
bat that ic ſeemeth they are reſolved ſtillro ſupport or tollerate them. 
Now the Scriptures that warrant us in this Sfparation. (altho* as i; 
aid firſt made by them) are theſe following, 2 Cor. 6, 14, 15,16, 17. 
1Tim.6,3,4,5. 2 Tim«G. 2,3 ,4,5- T4319. Rev. 18-4. 2 Theſſ.3. 6. Rom. 
16.17. Rev. 2,14, 15,22. and the ſame is expreſly confirmed by the 
Dodtrinedelivered by R, Barclay in his ſaid Book, well approved by 
pond Friends, who exfrelly faith, p. 52. We do ſafely conclude, that 
where a Peop'e are gathered into @ Belief of the Princip'es and Dottrines of 
the Goſ{ [ of Chriſt, if any of that People £o from their P rinciples, and aſſert 
things falſe and contrary to what they have already received, ſuch as ſtand, 
and abide firm in the Faith, have Power, by the Spirit of God, after they 
have uſed Chriſtian endeavours to convince and ree'aim them, upon their 


Ofinacy io Seperate from ſuch, $. 6. p- 52. and $F. 4. p- 33+ he faith, 
The 
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' "The Eſcapes, Faults, and Errors of ſuch who own, believe and profeſs the 


lame Dottrine and Principles. of Faith with us, and go under the ſame D:- 
finfttion aud Denomination, may byow Adverfaries, juſtly be imputed un- 
10 ws, if mot ſeaſonably and Chriftianly reproved, reclaimed or condemned. 
And therefore we judge, that we have equal Ground and Caule of 
DSeperation, as well trom.chat whole Dgoctcty that doth not con- 
demn theſeMen for their groſs Erro2s inFundamentalOoctrines, 
as we have to ſeperate from theſe particular Men, ſeeing they who tol- 
lerate them, both by S-ripture and R. B's Book, are guilty with them, 
and the Erro2s of theſe may be juſtly imputed to them. Noe, 
That whereas it hath been ſaid by fome, That they would have deair 
with theſe Men who have been guilty of thoſe Errors, bu; that G. K. would 
not go forth, being deſired to withdraw at the Meeting at R. E's, and at the 
Buarterly Meeting ; To this it is anſwered, That G, K. had good reaſon 
not to withdraw at both theſe times, becauſe at both theſe times,theſe 
who did take upon them to be Judges, were his manifeſt Parties againſt 
him, and fo could not be in Juſtice his Judges ; but at the Yearly 
Meeting he did withdraw at the Meeting's Deſire, and yet they-did 
nothing to bring W.S. co Conviction; beſides, it was not G. K. but the 
Truth it ſelf, that the Difference was concerning ; and they have had 
ſufficient time ſince to have done it, but nothing that we can hear of 
is done. | 
Bur it is very ſtrange, what ſome have ſaid, That no Error in Dofrin 
or Treſpaſs whatſoever of particular Perſons, though tollerared by a Society, 
that we were joyned with in the Poſſeſſion of Truth, can be any juſt cauſe of 
Seperation, doth equally blame all our Friendsin their Seperation from 
the reſpedtive Societies they were formerly joyned inProfeflion with, 
as ſome intheir Seperation from the Church of Rome, others from the 
Epiſcopal, others from the Prerbyterian and Baptiſts, and doth equally 
blame the Separation of the faictitul Martyrs in Q. 4ary's days, from 
the Popy — in England, yet well approved generally by our 
Frien And furely for People of contrary Principles and Spirits, 
and having a contrary Faich and Perſwaſion in Fundamental Do- 
arines, to be united together in one Worſhip, would make the 
reate(t Confaſion imaginable,and be incomparably morelikeBaby- 
wy than the true Church of Chrift; and ſo to affirm, iscontrary to all 
common Senſe of any that hath che leaſt true Notion of a Church,that 
ought to be as a Field or Garden, asclean of Weeds as poflible ; for 
tho' the Tares are to be ſuffered to grow in the Field ofthe World,ye; 
they are not to remain in the ” accordimg to Chrilt's Dodtrine , 
2 Bur 
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But at this rate,the Weeds ſhall remain-withthe good Corn and Herbs 
in the ſame Garden, yea, and exceed them, that cannot ut qroatly 
hurt the good Corn and+Herbs. Beſides, how canthe Gardner delight 
in ſuch a Garden thar: is full of Weedz, and no-care to ſeperate the 
good Herbs from the Weeds. And tho” it hath been aid by ſome, 
That as the Faithful ſtand in the Power of God; they ſha!l have Dominion 6- 
ver the Unſaithful: But we find no warrant or promiſe, that God will 
give them Dominion, if they obey not his Command, which is 7s Se- 
pe-sre,and withdraw from ſuch, .and notto remain in Fellowſhip with 
them ;-for what part bath « Believer with an Infide! ? 2 Cor. 6. 1 F- 17,

WV: have ferioufly conſidered, how that of late Years, eſpecial- 
; V/ ly, many are crept into a bare out-fide Form of che Profeſſi- 
>n of the People of God, called in Scorn, Quakers, ard have afſum'd 
or ſuffzred them{elvesto be called by chat Name,and have frequented 
nat only their publick Meetings, but alfo their Men and Womens 
Meetings, and ſome have preſumed to Preach and Pray therein, that 
to our certain knowledge, by manifeſted Evidence of Words and 
Works,. are not worthy to be reputed Members of a Chriſtian Society 
or Church of Chriff, becauſe of their great Ignorance and Unbelief in 
the firſt Principles of the DoBirine of Chriſt, whereof ſome here-away of 
late have given ſufficient proof, to the great Scandal of our holy Pro- 
fellion, by their plain and exproſs words, uttered before divers credi- 
ble Witneſſet, and ſometimes by their unſound Do&rine publiſhed, 
and grofs Perverſions of Scriptare, 4o the Obſervarion of many who 
are but of weak underſtanding,and ſome of them have been deteted 
of ſcandalous Converſation, and have rot given -_ convincing Evi- 
dence of thcir true Repentance, and that there been much 
forbearance uſed by. fome toward ſuch for their hardning and embold- 
ning.cthemſelves againſt the Truth, and faichful Friends and Brethren, 
& that by the marvellous Providence of God, that hath ſuffered ſuch 
things to come to light, ſome have diſcovered their-woful Ignorance, 
Unbelief, and groſs Erro2s by their late words, without all fhame 
or fear, and that ſome others have appeared too manifeſtly inclined 
to cloak, excuſe and ſupport them, which giverh ustoogreat occaſion 
to ſuſpeR them guilty of the ſame, or the like things 3 and-that things 

are 
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are come to that paſs of late, that contrary Teſtimoniesare born ir 
Meetings by—— one againſt another, and _- both pretending to 
the Spiric of Truth, and great Diſputes and Contentions have been 
of late berwixt —— one againſt another, before nor only many, 
called Buekers, but fome others that never were ef that Profeſfien, & 
that concerning ſeveral Fundamental and Pzincipal Doctrines of 
Chriſtian Faith, as firſt, Whether we are only to believe in Chr fs the Light 
within us er whether we are to believe both in Chriſt within us. as be 11 Light 
and Life, and alſo in Chriſt without us, as be died fer our (ins, roſe agam, 
and is Aſcended, as be was that great Sacrifice of Attonement for our fins, 
and is our bigh Frieft and Mediator, and Advocate with the Father for ns 
in Heaven: 2dly, Whether to preach Faith in Chriſt within, and Faith in 
Chrif without us, be to Preach Two Chrijts, or one only Chris Feſus, the 
Meaſure of Chriſt within us, and the Fuline(; of Chriſt without us, im the 
Man Chr ſt Feſws, be mg One Lord Feſus Chrift, as the Light of the Sun 
that is in the Body of th2 Sun in fullneſs, and che meaſures of it that 
come into our Eyes; are but one Light and one Sun, and as the Life 
that is in the Root and Branches of a Tree, is but one Life,the fullneſs 
being in the Root, and the meaſures in the Branches. 3dly, Whether 
it be a Dottrine neceſſary to be preached, and believed to aw « Chriſtian, 
viz. (throughly and intirely in all nzceflary parts,) to believe in Chriſt 
without us , as be us true and p:rfect God, ani true and perfetf Man, &Cc.

Some ſaying, It roſe, but after it 
Aſcended into the Cloud, Chriſt was ſeperated from it : Some laying, [t 
4 10 part of the Virgins Subſtance, or of Mans Nature that Aſcended in 
Heavens ; and one laying, He had not yet learned that Leſſon, whether 
that which was Crucified without ws, was tho Godhead, or ſome-what that 
be took of the Virgm 5 others ſaying, Thu « @ Nicety, and to be ignorant 
of ſuch a thing, or not to believe ſuch a thing, doth not binder, but that « 
Man may be a true Chriſtian, and a Mimiſter of Chrif, 5ihly, Some

withcut ws, in whom the Fulineſs x, as if the Meaſure within us were 
the whole Saviour, excluding the MAN CHRIST withour us; and 
allo becanſe they diſtinguiſh berwixt che firſt Miniſtration of Light; 
common to all Mankind, and the ſecond, that is peculiar and fpecial 
only ro true Chriſtians, or ſach who have the Faith of Chriſt cracified, 
&c. revealed tothem ; both theſe Miniſtrations, with all other dive:- 
firy of Operations and Gifts coming from one God, one Lord, and 
one Spirit, who is over all, rbrough all, and in all, Ephel. 4. 6. And al- 
ſo, becauſe they cannor ſec up the preſent Meaſure of Light and Grace 
to be lufficient for all time co come, but exhore Men to Wait and 
Pray in the help of the preſent Meaſure of Grace received, to re- 
ceive more Grace from him, who hath the fullneſs of it, even the Man 
Cbrift Feſws.

the Saints have got the Reſurrettion of the Body already ? or Whether they 
get it indie, after Death ? or VVhether they wait for it generally umto 
Chrifts commyg ? and VVhbether Chriſt is to come without ws, to judge the 
Quick and the Dead ? and VVbether there is any Day of Fudgment bryond 
the Grave ? and VVhetber there is any great and general Day of Judgment 
that the Deceaſed are m Exper ation of ? And this is but a hint of theſe 
things that have been in Queſtion and Debate among us here-away in 
Penſuvania and VYeſt-Ferſey, &&c. to which, many other great and 
weigthy things of Chriftian Faith and Dot#rine do fo neceſſarily relate, 
thatthey ſtand or fall together; | 

And it is no ſmall Grief and Wound to usto find fome fo litde con- 
cerned about theſe things, as if they were not fo material as to cauſe = 
Juſt Seperation, or Breach C— when we know, that for | 
Errors many of us have ſeperated trom other Proteflions 3; and we 
cannnot but declare befo2e the Wold, our wy moveth us 
to a holy Impatien>e, that we cannot longer bear (fome of us having 
born the weight of theſe things for many Months)fuch gro61gnorance 
and Unbeliet,and groſs Errors, tending to the Denving theLod that 
't US,and making Void his Death and Sufferings, without bear- 
ing witneſs againſt them,who either hold them, or ſupport & defend 
them ; and we are convinced & per{waded in our Conſciences, that 
God calleth us to ſeperate from luch UInbeltevers,and not to be yoked 
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together in Church-Fellowſhip and Diſcipline with atry that we have 
not Proof of by Confeflion of the Mouth, that they are found in Faith, 
touching theſe neceſſary and Fundamental parts of Chriftian De&rine, 
as well as that their Converſation is fuch as becometh the Goſpel of 
our Lord Jeſus Chriſt. And we have been fo much grieved with the 
Confuſion and Diforder that hath lately happened in our Meetings, be- 
cauſe of theſe things, (more like Babylon than a Chi r:h of Chriſt) 
that we have great Clearneſs and Peace in the | ord, to retire and fe- 
perate from ſuch diſorderly CUHalkers and Talkrers as we have for- 
merly done from other Proteflions, to meet together in the Name of 
Chriſt, having the true Faith of him, and of his Promiſe, 7s be piwi- 
tually preſent in the midſt of ws, and to wait upon him, and bs 
and edited, whether in filence, or any living Teſtimony-6fyptds 
that God ſhall be pleaſed to enable any among us to bring forth. /Yec 
we deſign not any Separation from our Faithful Brethren ker@2er 
any where elſe in any part of the World; for we declare,-weare © 
one with all our Faithful Brethren in all parts of the World, boti-m 
Spirit, Doctrine and Practice of true Chriſtianity ; and we faithfully be-+ 
lieve, that our Faith in all things doth well agree to our f. Bre- | 
thren every where, and is the real, found and upright F as it 
hath been reccived, not only by Antient Chriſt:ans, in all of 
the World, bur alſo by the moſt found Antient and preſent | 
of Truth, called in ſcorn Quakers, And we altogether and - 
diſown to be called the Diſciples or Profclices of Man or 
ſpiritually baptized into no other Name than that of Chriſt Jeſus, 
who was Crucified for us, and roſe again; and whoſe Diſciples and 
Followers we only deſire to be, and to follow none, but as they fot-. 
low him.
